Of  tbe  remaining  profaariooal  aambara, 
Dr.  Trimble  is  tbe  oldest.  No  man  knows 
tbe  ounning  of  polities — the  wire-polliog, 
tba  log'rolUilg,  tbe  MaoohlaToUian  arte— 
better  than  the  Doctor ;  but  unfortanately 
^kia  fcaowledga  of  the  more  nsefnl  branches  is

Dr.  Didkfoa  baa  beaa  toe  abort  a  period  ia 
the  Hoase  to  enable  ns  to  form  any  correot 
Idea  of  his  mOtits  and  defects.  He  seems, 
fcinwiw,  to  1»a  attantiVB  and  disposed  to 
work.  The  mbm  maj  bo  aaM  of  Mr.  Ooeh- 
rane. 

Ot  the  remaining  foar,  Mr.  Daocan  ia  aa- 
doabtedly  the  most  enei^atlo  and  tba  moot 
aaofbl.  Ha  is,  howevtr,  too  remlaa  in  Ms 
attendance.  Mr.  Danoes  feels  more  in  bis 
ia  the  oonrt  of  law  tbao  in  the 
I,  bat  aot  more  at  his  eaaa ;  Isr  ba  aeems 
to  enjoy  the  roembcra'  lively  spsecbss  with 
tba  same  degree  of  composure  evinced  ocoo- 
riaMHf  by  I>r.  Triaibla.'  Mr.  Carswell  also 
Inxnriates  in  a  qniet  way.  As  for  Mr.  Bay> 
ley,  he  has  a  good  sonoroaa  voiee  for  Chair* 
■ua  of  Comaittae,  and  hare  aads  bis  legiala* 
iiva  aaalitiaa.

Tbat  tbe  chairman  name  a  committee  to 
wait  upon  His  Excellency  Governor  Kennedy 
to  explsin  to  him  all  particulars  respectiog 
tbe  way  this  loan  was  obtained  from  the  Baok 
of  British  North  America,  as  this  Council  is 
of  opinion  that  His  Excellency  cannot  have 
seen  all  the  correspondence  that  has  passed 
between  tbe  Council,  tbe  Bank,  and  the 
foriaer  Oolonial  Saoretary  in  tbia  matter. 
Mr.  Manra  aoeooded. 
Mr.  Fen  said  looking  at  tbe  letter  addres- 
sed bv  Mr.  Toaog,  late  Ool.  Sco'y,  to  Mr. 
Bhepberd  he  could  not  see  how  the  Govern- 
ment could  get  ont  of  the  payment  of  the 
money;  it  was  a  moral  if  not  a  legalgifarantee. 
He  thought  this  was  an  item  which  onght  to 
appear  in  the  Estimates  now  about  to  be 
brought  before  the  House.  Tbe  collection 
of  the  taxe*  was  very  dilTioalt  and  under 
present  oircumstanoeo  out  of  the  question.

He  was  very  aorry  that  the 
MBiaiaaioaliM  bad  been  aeot  to  tho  Ooaaoil 
M  all  oiasffMl  what  a  damaging  ofliMt  It 
would  hava  m  the  oolooy.  it  did  aot  it* 
fleet  eredilably  he  tboaght  on  oertala  partiair 
that  the  Council  was  not  placed  fa  t  battel!
